One thing that lime does, not

lack of lime in the body produc­ 
es a disease k nown as 
“tetany ". 
Tetany consists In trembling-—for­ 
cible contractions and tremors of 
the muscles. It occurs in children 
with rick ets—in other words, chil­ 
dren 
who 
are 
unable 
to deposit 
lime in their bones. It also occufs 
in women after a baby is born, be­ 
cause the necessity of supply ing an 
unusual amount of lime to the de­ 
v eloping 
child 
has 
depleted 
the 
mother’s store. 
The treatment of the condition 
up to a few y ears 
ago was 
to 
giv e calcium, 
but 
this method of 
treatment did not prov e to be v ery 
successful. The mere presence of 
lime 
In the blood was not enough. 
Apparently 
what 
was 
necessary 
was some substance w'hich would 
allow the body to utilize or fix the 
calcium in the 
tissues. 
It 
was 
k nown 
that 
tetany 
would 
occur 
w'hen 
the 
parathy roid 
glands 
were 
surgically 
remov ed, 
and 
so 
it was natural to suppose that the 
secretion 
from 
the 
parathy roid 
glands 
furnished 
this 
fixing 
sub­ 
stance for the calcium. 
Although 
many 
efforts 
were 
made 
to 
use 
the 
parathy roid 
glands, or mak e an extract from 
them 
for 
this 
purpose, 
they 
all 
failed until 
1925 when 
Dr. J. 
B. 
Colllp, of Montreal announced the 
production of 
an aqueous 
extract 
of the activ e 
principal of 
the pa­ 
rathy roid 
glands. 
This 
extract 
now is used in cases of 
tetany , 
and with gratify ing results. 
It IS another Illustration of the 


great strides that are being made ^ 
in this form or treatment and in

MUSSOUNI PLAN 
FOR PEACE TAKES 
IN A CONTINENT 


Would Also Emb race The 
United States To A 
Certain Extent

ROME, March 20.—The new Mus­ 
solini peace plan will not be limited 
to Great Britain, France, Germany 
and 
Italy 
but 
w'ill 
embrace 
the 
whole continent and even the Unit­ 
ed Sta tes to a certain ex tent. Pre­ 
mier Ramsay MacDonald said in. an 
interview today. 


The British sta tesma n made the 
sta tement before leaving for Paris, 
to urge Premier Edouard Daladier 
of France to approve the project. 
He bid farewell to Signor Mussolini 
and French Ammassador De J ouve- 
nel. Sir J ohn Simon, British foreign 
.secretary, remains in Rome for fur­ 
ther sightseeing. 
Mr. MacDonald refused to divulge 
any details but said “ our whole idea 
is 
to open 
up the possibility 
of 
complete 
agreement, 
not 
between 
two, three, four, five or six pow'ers, 
but all nations concerned.” 
An official Italian announcement 
yesterda y said “ collaboration of the 
four pow’ers” was proposed in Pre­ 
mier Benito Mussolini’s plan but no 
details were made public. 
“ We arc not proceeding with an 
idea of two or three a greeing and 
imposing this a greement on others” 
Mr. MacDonald said. 
Asked regarding the part of the 
United States, he replied: “ We are 
not quoting the United Sta tes by 
any means. We need her, too. The 
American government w’ill be kept 
fully informed concerning the ne­ 
gotia tions.” 
He reeated a sta tement made Sat­ 
urday that the situation in Europe 
is dangerous but added that “ along 
with the da ngers there a lso ex ist 
great opportunities to do something 
effective to remove them.” 
Mr. MacDonald called the w'orking 
out of the Mussolini plan “ an ex ­ 
traordinary 
process.” 
He 
said 
it 
would be presented to each J aation 
in 
accordance 
with 
that 
na tion’s 
particular condition. 
“ The proposition w'e have in mind 
is 
to 
create 
conditions 
of 
real 
peace which will rise from the sa t­ 
isfaction of various nations who are 
in a position to disturb it. We are 
not for an imposed peace but for an 
agreed pea ce,” he said. 
Mr. MacDonald ex claimed against 
ex cessive nationalism. 
“ We ha ve got to sa ve Europe and 
the world and have got to fit our 
nationa listic ideas into the whole 
scheme of which w’e are a part. 
We 
all recognize the tremendous urg­ 
ency of getting a better atmosphere 
into the international situation,” he 
added. 
He declared reported summaries 
of the Mussolini 
plan 
dispatched 
abroad were “ sheer imagination.”

COURT MARTIAL 
HEARING ON FOR 
YOUNG OFHCER 


Charge That Lieutenant 
Of British Army Had 
“Sold His Country” 


LONDON, March 20.—A 
charge^ 
that 
Lieutenant 
Norman 
Baillie- 
Stewa rt of the British army had 
“ sold his country for the sa ke of 
£ 6 0,” was made today by Major H. 
Shapcott, the prosecuting officer, in 
opening a court martial against the 
young officer. 
The Lieutena nt has 
been a prisoner in the Tower of 
London severa l weeks. 
The general nature of the charges 
revealed tha t Baillie-Stewart, an of­ 
ficer of the Seaforth Highlanders, 
a llegedly planned with a German 
suspected of being a foreign a gent 
to procure and communicate army 
secrets which might be useful to 
an^ enemy. 
Major Shapcott produced a letter 
addressed to Baillie-Stewart, signed 
“ Marie Louise” and mailed a t Ber­ 
lin. 
It W’as said to have contained 
ten £ 50 notes. 
The prosecutor said 
he w'ould mince no words, and de­ 
clared 
the accused 
had 
sold 
his 
country for that amount. 
The main charge is that between 
August 1 and November 12, 19 32, 
Baillie-Stew'art 
communicated 
to 
Otto Waldernar Obst of Berlin “ in­ 
formation which might be useful to 
an enemy.” Obst is the man sus­ 
pected of “ being a foreign a gent 
w’ithin the meaning of the official 
secret act.” 
It was in an effort to back the 
charges by circumstantial evidence 
that the prosecution produced the 
“ Marie Louise” letter 
and 
some 
others w'hich had come into the po 
session of the authorities after they 
had placed a w’atch on the Lieu­ 
tenant. 
A 
second 
letter 
from 
“ Marie 
Louise” contained four £ 10 notes, 
said Major Shapcott, and another 
signed “ Alphonse Poiret” was ma il­ 
ed from Aldershot to Obst in Ber­ 
lin last November. 
“ You W’ill want to know’ who Al- 
phone Poiret is,” Major Shapscott, 
“ I shall tell you. 
It is this a ccus­ 
ed officer. 
This letter is in his 
handwriting.” 
The 
letter requosted tha t 
Obst 
use smaller sea ls on his communi­ 
ca tions to England, “ Beca use these 
large one are apt to arouse the 
curiosity of unscrupulous people.” 
Major Shapcott said 
that 
last 
J anuary when Baillie-Stew’art was 
questioned he admitted he had re­ 
ceived £ 9 0 in English bank notes 
from Berlin, but said the money 
had been sent to him by a w'oman 
“ in consequence of a love affair.” 
At that timb, said the Major, the 
a ccused officer said he knew the 
w'oman only as “ Marie Louise,” that 
she was 22 and fair and that he had 
“ made love to her once beside a 
lake.” 
The charge specifies that the a c­ 
cused, in a ssocia tion 
with 
Obst, 
“ made a note of the following mat­ 
ters: 
(1) 
organization, 
tanks, ar­ 
mored 
cars, 
equipment, 
arming, 
structure; 
(2) automatic rifle, pat­ 
terns. ex tent;"" (3) 
organization of 
brigade tanks; 
being an act pre- 
patory to obtaining for ’a purpose 
prejudical to the interest of 
the 
sta te information which might be 
useful to the enemy. 
L ieut 
Bailie-Stewart, 
son 
of 
a 
British 
army 
lieutenant-Coionel. 
looked pale and drawn a s he ap­ 
peared for trial. 
Upon entering the 
court he clicked his heels smartly, 
however, saluted the president and 
then stepped a cross the width of 
the hall and stood facing the court 
as the formalities of the opening 
proceeded. 
The 24-year old officer was wea r­ 
ing his kilt and Glengarry bonnet 
but W’as minus his Sam Browne belt 
on his tunic. 
There are ten charges a ltogether 
aga inst him and he 
pleaded

guilty to each. 
As the trial opened, a man in 
clergyma n’s attire
